Daring ths week aud especially to- 


day, the U. S. District Court ha° been 
very popularly attended, the auditor- 
ium being'crowded and quite a num- 
ber of ladies being among tho inter- 
ested audience, notwithstanding the 
extremely dry, statistical nature of tho 
testimony. But things promise to be 
livelier next week ^ith some new testi- 
mony introduced, and when the defense 
gets in a decided rattling up of tho dry 
bones is anticipated. 


Melter and Reflner Hirsch Han is 


was on the witness stand most of the 
day. 
Under direct examination by 


Clarke he stated: There are only two 
regular keys to tho refinery, one kept 
by the Melter and Refiner and the 
other by his assistant. At the clean-up 
of the vault last April, Ted Dolan, one 
of tho helpers, told me he found a key 
'on an upper shelf with other things 
and put it in tho desk used by Jones 
and myself. It was a key to the re- 
finery. 


I this morning examined the locker 


in the cupel room where Notewaio says 
he found a book of the refinery, and 
found nothing else but some dirty 
towels, glass tubes and empty paper 
boxes. I have examined the records of 
the Melting and Reflnmg department 
for the fiscal year ending June 1,1893; 
took me six or eight days. 


Cross-examined by Woodburn—I was 


engaged in general merchandising be- 
fore I got into the mint. Thomas Con- 
nors was appointed foreman of the re- 
finery on the recommendation of Gen- 
eial R. P. Keating, superintendent of 
the Savage mine Ho was indorsed as 
a competent assayer by other mining 
men and assayera on the Oomstock, 
although he had never had any exper- 
ience in the position which he received. 
He acted as foreman with three men 
employed, looking on and seeing what 
they were doing. Jones naturally came 
in as Assistant Melter and Refiner 
under Zabriskie, being transferred in 
the settlement and accepted and re,- 
tained by myself. When ho told mo of 
Zabriskie having to get silver and gold 
fiom outside into the settlement melt 
to make his account stiaight he said he 
advanced tho money, ^550 or there- 
about, Jones said ho thought that 
shortage must have beon lost in tho rc- 
flnery. I thought nothing strange of 
it, having had no experience. 


I qualified for my office in a bond of 


$20,000. 


Yea, sn, about the same amount as 


was lost in the spurious molt. 


I found that key to bo a duplicate of 


tho refinery key; don't know anything 
about it, or how it got into the vault or 
who it belongs to. 


You was shown a pocket purse yes- 


terday by General Clarke containing 
some small bars of gold bullion from 
the vault, showing how easily it was to 
steal from it. Did you not have just 
as easy a chanco to steal in the same 
way us anybody elt.e having access to 
the vault ? 


I most certainly did. Anybody can 


steal if he wants to be dishonest and 
has a chance. 


I saw that missing small bar in the 


vault in August and never afterward, 
There were fifty or sixty others iu there 
with it on one of the upper shelves. 
I have been there a great many times 
since, alsoPoarce, Connors and others. 


When Jones left for San Fiaucisco it 


was with my consent. 
I had never 


known or suspected any wrong on his 
pait. I had full confidence in him; did 
not tell him I was going to weigh the 
bullion in the vault the next day— 
Sunday. 


Jones showed mo how to make com- 


putations on consolidation melts. It 
took mo a day or two to learn. It was 
not till April, 1S95, that I realized that 
;his Melter and Refiner's book was the 
only one running back with entries of 
1892-91. I made entries myself in 189-1. 


It was at the suggestion of Assayer 


Ellis that I weighed the gold bullion 
next day, after Jones left for San 
Francisco. 
He assisted twth others. 


Discovered the loss of that little gold 
bar that first day, aud all discovered 
tho matter. 
VVe hnnted, but could not 


find it. Yes, it was rasy enough for it 
to get knocked out, as tho shelves are 
narrow, and it could fall down behind 
the big bullion pile below it. Anyway, 
it never was found. Ellis suggested 
chipping and arranging the U.r in or- 
der to verifj the bullion by ibo lecoro' 
and see if tho shortage lay there, but I 
objected for the reason that a Govern- 
ment Inspector was on the way, and I 
wished him to see that we had not been 
tampering. Jones made no objection 
to the chipping u:id assaying, but was 
in favor of doing so. Mason baid noth- 
ing about it at the time. 


When tho heavy molts were being 


passed ova Connors, who was helping, 
said, ns he handled one shoe bar; '-This 
4S2K flue?" I made no reply, but have 
thought since that it was one of the 
spurious melt bars, and thnt he doubted 
its integrity. 


I said in my testimony yesterday 


that if those leaves had not been ab- 
stracted from the consolidation melt 
book in '43 I could easily have traced 
the spurious melt and all other melts. 


It was skilfully done by somebody to 
cover up something. 


When Mason discovered the spurious 


melt by chipping and 
assaying he 


asked mo if I could trace its record. I 
hunted through the book till I found 
the break and showed him how tho 
search was chocked and all traces lost 
with the leaves. I also informed Ellis 
and Adama of what I had fuund. From 
the time I came into the mint that book 
Wits always kept on top of the desk, 
and Jones had full access to it ut all 
times. I never suspected any \\roiig 
of him before ho left for San Francisco 
that time He returned on February 
22d, and I told him what I had done 
and found. Tf that spurious Bodie 
melt had not been discovered I should 
have attributed tho $20,000 loss in it to 
the diahoneaty of my employees. 


There was much repetition of former 


statements in Harris' testimony, occu- 
pying much time and patience. 


The last hour of the day's session 


was occupied 
with 
the testimony 


of Mint Assayer Ellis, all regarding 
mint matters and assaying iu connec- 
tion with Harris' testimony and cor- 
roborative thereof. Described to the 
jury the method and routine of melt- 
ing, refining, assaying, etc., and gave 
the history of the Bodie melt over 
again. No other bogus melts among 
the bullion in mint—only this and 
nothing more. 


Court adjourned till 10 o'clock A. 11.
